H e starts out 
on his rounds at 8 o’clock In the m orn­ 
ing, and by IO o’clock he has shaven 
about ten m en as they recline in their 
cozy beds. 
W hen he finds his earlier 
custom ers asleep— som e o f them are 
prom inent governm ent officials, 
w ho 
report at their offices at* 
about 
IO 
o’clock in the m orning— he does not 
w ak e them up, but goes ahead and 
lathers and shaves them , and he says 
that 
plen ty 
o f his custom ers don’t 
w ake up at all w h ile they’re being 
shaved. 
H e sa y s that in the course o f 
a couple o f w eek s’ practice any m an 
m ay easily learn how to rem ain in the 
land of Nod w h ile being shaved. 
W hen he finishes w ith his earlier 
patrons he glides around am ong his 
Customers w ho daw dle in their room s 
in dressing gow n s until alwmt noon.

We have to pay the printers, 
have to pay for our paper, and all else 
brought into ase through the sending 
out to the public the condolence to two 
or three persons, to the satisfaction of 
members of a beneficiary order.”

Three men, believed to be the postoffice 
and railroad station robbers who have 
been operating along the North Penn rail­ 
road, were captured after a five-mile 
chase by Policemen Jesse Sands and Pri­ 
vate Watchman Hobb of Glenside, a 
Philadelphia suburb.

None of the 
trio is over 25 years of age. 
They were 
all armed with revolvers of large caliber. 
The men were prowling about the Glen­ 
side station at an early hour, when they 
were discovered by Sands and Hobbs.

One of the fugitives discharged 
his revolver as lie ran. but the bullet 
went wild. The officers cut through the 
fields and headed off the alleged robbers, 
who, taken by surprise, surrendered with­ 
out resistance.

“All the work so far has been done, 
not only with the utmost expedition, but 
in the most careful and thorough man­ 
ner; and what has been accomplished 
gives us good reason to believe that the 
canal will be dug in a shorter time than 
had been anticipated, and at an expendi­ 
ture within the estimated amount. 
“From time to time various publica­ 
tions have been made, and from time to 
time in the future various similar publi­ 
cations doubtless will be made, purport­ 
ing to give an account of jobbery, or im­ 
morality, or inefficiency, or misery, as 
obtaining on the isthmus. 
I have care­ 
fully examined into each of these accu­ 
sations which seemed worthy of atten­ 
tion. 
In every instance the accusations 
have proved to be without foundation in 
any shape or form. 
“Any attempt to cut down the salaries 
of the officials of tile isthmian commis­ 
sion or of their subordinates who are do­ 
ing important work, would he ruinous 
from the standpoint of accomplishing the 
work effectively. 
“The zeal, intelligence and efficient 
public service of the isthmian commission 
and its subordinates have been notewor­ 
thy. 
I court the fullest, most exhaustive 
and most searching investigation of any 
act of theirs, and if any one of them is 
ever shown to have done wrong his pun­ 
ishment shall be exemplary.”

directors of the company acted in en­ 
tire good faith in w hat they did, and, 
as they thought, for the best interests 
of the governm ent; but considering the 
anomalous and peculiar relations be­ 
tween the directors and the company 
and the governm ent, the bonds should 
not have been issued w ithout your ap­ 
proval or mine.

A W O N D E R F U L RIDE. 


Made by Man W ho C overed SOO Mile* 
In F ive D ay*. 
The most wonderful straig h taw ay 
ride ever made by m an was the gal­ 
lop of Francis X avier Aubrey—ei-de- 
vaut Canadian voyageur, and a fa­ 
mous pony express rider—from Santa 
Fe, New Mexico, 
to 
Independence, 
Mo., in 1853—SOO miles in five days 
and thirteen hours, 
says 
McClure’s 
Magazine. 
In 1852 he had covered the 
game distance iii a little over eight 
days; and his record w as 
on 
the 
w ager th at ho “could do it in an even 
eight.” 
In the whole distance he did 
not stop to rest; 
and 
lie 
changed 
horses only with every IOO or 200 
mites. 
He was a stocky French Cana­ 
dian. light-hearted, genial, adventur­ 
ous, and 
absolutely 
fearless. 
For 
some tim e lie was an overland freight­ 
er and he also made the enormously 
difficult and dangerous drive of a hock 
of sheep from New Mexico to Califor­ 
nia across the deserts of the Colorado. 
lie was killed iii Santa Fe. 
The world’s record 
for 
organized 
and “scheduled” riding w as made by 
the pony express. 
Never before nor 
since has mall been carried so fast, 
so far and so long merely by 
horse 
power, and if I am not in error, never 
elsewhere have horses be^n so stead­ 
fastly spurred in any regular service. 
The pony express carried, 
mail 
be­ 
tween the E ast and California (at $5 
per half ounce) for al>out tw o years. 
It ran from Independence 
to 
San 
Francisco, 1,950 miles. 
Its tim e was 
ten days and it never needed eleven. 
It employed 500 of the fastest horses 
th at could be found, of course, 
all 
W estern horses; 200 station keepers 
and eighty riders. 
It had 190 stations, 
crowded down the throat of the wil­ 
derness, sixty-five to 
one 
hundred 
miles (or even more) apart, according 
as w ater chanced. 
The rider w as al­ 
lowed tw o m inutes to change horses 
aud m ails at a station. 
W illiam F. Cody (“Buffalo 
Bill’*) 
w as the m ost fam ous of the pony ex­ 
press riders, and as a 
14-year-old 
“kid” got his first “job” from the m an 
th at Invented the pony express. 
Cody 
m ade the record bere, a round trip 
(necessitated by the killing of his re­ 
lief! of 384 miles w ithout sto p s,'ex ­ 
cept to change horses and swallow one 
hasty meal. 
Another of the i»ony express riders, 
Jack Keetley, m ade a run of 340 miles 
in thirty-one hours, and another, Jim 
Moore, rode 280 miles in 
fourteen 
hours and flirty-*Ix minutes. 
Such men got HOO to $125 per month 
and “found.” 
T heir mall was limited 
to fifteen pounds. 
Postage w as $5 per 
half ounce for some time, then 
the 
governm ent ordered it cut down to $1 
per half ounce, a t which 
figure 
it 
stayed till the completion of the over­ 
land telegraph to San Francisco (O ct 
l l. 1861), ended the life of the gallant 
enterprise.

ENGLAND IS ACCUSED. 


RoJ©*tT©n*kr Says John Ball WM 
Ready to Ald Togo. 
From Admiral Rojestvensky’s own 
account of his tactics in the battle of 
the Sea of Japan, published in the St 
Petersburg 
Novoe 
Vremya, the reader 
is almost convinced 
that the 
Russian 
commander 
o u t- 
m a n e u vered Ad­ 
m iral Togo at ev­ 
ery point and was 
him self 
the 
real 
victor. He declares 
he 
k n e w 
Togo’s 
exact 
whereabouts 
r o je st v en sk y. 
two days before the 
battle, made his dispositions according­ 
ly and entered the fight w ith his eyes 
open. The adm iral only casually states 
in the course of his letter th at 
the 
m inister of m arine is investigating the 
causes of the catastrophe to determine 
w hether the commander shall be court- 
m artialed for the loss of his ships. 
The charge th at the British adm iral 
concentrated his ships at Wei-hai-wei, 
expecting to receive an order to destroy 
the Russians in the event of Admiral 
Togo’s proving unequal to the task, 
has caused a sensation* in diplomatic 
circles, all the more so 
as 
Admiral 
Rojestvensky’s 
letter 
was 
published 
w ith the permission of the m inister of 
m arine, and no doubt is entertained 
th at it will be made the subject of dip­ 
lomatic representations to G reat B rit­ 
ain. 
Referring to the absolute secrecy of 
Admiral Togo in regard to the disposi­ 
tion of his forces, Itojestvensky 
de­ 
clares th at “this was unknown even 
to the adm iral of the B ritish fleet al­ 
lied w ith the Japanese, who 
concen­ 
trated his forces at Wei-hai-wei in ex­ 
pectation of receiving an order to anni­ 
hilate the Russian fleet if this, the 
final object of G reat B ritain, was be­ 
yond the power of the Japanese.” 


INJURY DONE BY WEEDS. 
The m anner in which weeds brins 
about injury to farm crops is discuss­ 
ed in an O ntario bulletin. 
F a rm e rs 
will find sufficient reasons for fighting 
the weed pest in the following: The 
am ount of w ater which is taken np 
by weeds and evaporated from the 
surface of the leaves is very great. 
For instance, an 
average 
m ustaid 
plant pumps from the soil about four­ 
teen ounces, or seven-tenths of a pint, 
per day; 
a 
sunflower, 
thirty-three 
ounces, and so on. 
The transpira­ 
tion is generally in proportion to the 
surface of the leaf, but thin leaves 
•transpire, or throw off water, more 
freely than fleshy ones. 
Consequent­ 
ly, weeds having large leaf surface 
draw rom the 
soil 
and 
give 
off 
through the leaves a large amount 
of water and thereby rob the sur­ 
rounding 
plants. 
Many 
botanists 
consider this waste of m oisture the 
mots serious injury done by weeds. 
W eeds naturally make use of the 
same food as the cultivated plants 
among which they grow. Consequent­ 
ly they deprive a crop of a large 
am ount of the available nourishm ent, 
and they rob the succeeeding crop as 
Well. For example, an analysis of the 
Russian thistle by 
Snyder 
showed 
that it contains from twelve to sev­ 
enteen per cent, as much nitrogen 
as there is in clover, and an ordin-

All over the world Poles are watch­ 
ing the coarse of events in Russia and 
asking one another “Is 
there 
hope?” 
They clo not say of what. 
That is not 
necessary. 
To Poles the phrase has hut 
one meaning—the independence of their 
country. 
But their leaders, the Secret 
Central Committee of the Polish League, 
are playing a waiting game. 
This Secret Central Committee is re­ 
ally a wonderful organization—a govR-n- 
ment within a government. 
It consists 
of the ablest men in 
the 
National 
League, a vast society that 
numbers 
nearly every adult male Pole and many 
women as well. The league has branches 
in every place where there are enough 
Poles to form a club of some sort or 
other. 
No m atter whether the club be 
social, literary, dramatic, political 
or 
athletic, it is first of all patriotic. 
There is a secret committee at the 
head of the various organizations in ev­ 
ery country where the Poles have exten­ 
sive interests. 
There is one here in 
New York; which governs the 
45,000 
members in America. 
There is another 
in London, and still others in Paris, Ber­ 
lin and even St. Petersburg and W ar­ 
saw. 
From these sub-committees delegates 
are chosen for the highest committee of 
all, the Central Committee, whose word 
is law. These delegates are usually men 
of considerable wealth, all of it pledged 
to the cause, and, without exception, of 
high personal integrity. 
This is vital, 
because they have undisputed control of 
the funds of the league, aud are answer­ 
able to no one for their expenditures. 
Nearly all Poles are firmly determined 
that if they ever become an independent 
nation they will have a republic on the 
plan of our own and with a constitution 
based on ours. 
All parties—National­ 
ist, Agrarian, the three Socialistic par­ 
ties and a couple of others—make this 
the chief plank in their platforms. 
Tile league in this coiuntry has 45.000 
members, of whom 1.500 are women. At 
its last conference, held at Buffalo about 
a month ago. some $60,000 was appropri­ 
ated for different expenses, among them 
being a statue of Kosciusko, to be erect­ 
ed iu Washington aud presented to the 
American people, and the establishment 
of a higher Polish school in Pennsylva­ 
nia. 
Among the activities of the New 
York branch is a fund for the relief 
of Polish deserters from the Russian 
army who flee to this country.

W ATER FOR THE COWS. 


Our w ater supply for the farm ani­ 
mals is pumped from a well in the 
shed attached to the barn, and troughs 
have been arranged so that this wat­ 
er can be sent into tubs which stand 
in the cow shed. The custom is to 
fill each tub about half full and then 
add enough hot water so that the 
entire quantity is comfortably cool. 
Cows do not care for warm water, 
but they do like the chill removed 
from the very cold water during the 
winter. 
H ere is -where our independ­ 
ent furnace or range comes into play. 
It is located near the barn, under a 
rough roof to keep the storm off, and 
the w ater is heated here without in­ 
terfering with affairs in the house 
kitchen. 
Enough water can be heat­ 
ed in an hour to properly tem per the 
w ater for horses and cows and leave 
some pretty hot for the fowls, who 
delight in w ater as hot as they can 
drink, during the winter. 
Actual fig­ 
ures have shown us conclusively that 
in ex tra milk we receive enough to 
m ore than pay for the labor and time 


Charcoal for Gunpowder. 
Charcoal-making for gunpowder is 
a much 
more 
complicated 
process 
than the ordinary field kiln manufac­ 
ture. 
Only certain kinds of wood are 
used—usually the young 
shoots 
of 
elder and willow—and it is cut in the 
Spring, so th at the 
bark 
may 
be 
stripped off. 
It is then piled under 
airy, open sheds and allowed to re­ 
main several years until it is thor­ 
oughly dried. 
W hen the powder-mak- 
er is ready for a new supply of char­ 
coal, the weed is cut into lengths of 
three feet and placed in tight iron 
retorts, under and around which a 
fire roars continually. 
The dam pers 
and pipes are so arranged th at the 
workmen have com plete control of the 
heat. 
At the end of the retort a hole 
is left for the escape of inflammable 
gases resulting from the charring pro­ 
cess. 
A pipe catches them as they 
leave the retort and conveys tip in 
into the furnace, where they take the 
place of a good deal cf fuel. 
W hen 
the flames of the gas become a deep 
blue color the workmen know that 
the wood is sufficiently charred, and 
the retort is cooled down as quickly 
as possible. The charcoal is then let! 
for a week or more before grp ling, 
because if placed in the m acthne at 
once there is danger of spontaneous 
involved in warming the water given oombustlon 
The best charcoal is jet 
to the farm animals. Moreover, w* 
b]ackt an(j fractures show velvety sur- 
find th at with plenty of warm or hot j faces 
w ater handy we are inclined to do 
much m ore in the way of cleaning 
various things than we could do if 
all the w ater available was cold.— 
Indianapolis News. 


POTATOES GROWN FROM SMALL 
SEED. 
Considerable 
argum ent 
is 
rite 
among writers as to the relative value 
of small and medium or large tubers, 
for use as seed. 
It is claimed that 
the small tuber will often (generally, 
perhaps.) produce as large and fine 
results as the larger tubers used for 
seed. 
W e believe this claim is open 
to question at least beyond the first 
generation, for it is safe to say that 
degeneration can only be the result 
from planting the small tubers a num­ 
ber of seasons in succession. 
This 
seem s to be a logical conclusion to 
reach. 
On the other hand, it Is quite 
as logical to assum e th at the tine 
medium or large tuber, containing as 
it must all the vigor and fine points 
of the variety, will produce first-class 
progeny and, we believe, this is es­ 
sentially the case when the seed tu­ 
bers are selected from one’s own pro­ 
duct and selected at the proper tim e 
and properly cared for. 
If the seed 
potatoes are selected from the bin, 
be the selection from small or the 
large tubers, in the spring just about 
the tim e they are wanted for use it 
m ust not be expected that they will 
give as good results as those which 
have been properly selected in the 
fall and properly cared for. There is 
a decided saving of time, money and 
fertilizer in the careful selection of 
the seed potatoes, as any one will dis­ 
cover who will take the necessary 
trouble.—Indianapolis News.

over persons subjected to attacks of 
nervousness. 
The use of toilet w ater 
in the form of a spray will often re- 
tore those exhausted w ith the cares 
of business, social or dom estic duties. 
In the E ast the use of perfume is con­ 
sidered a purifier, though we look up­ 
on it m erely as a luxury. 
It is as­ 
serted th at those who are employed 
in laboratories where 
perfum es 
are 
m ade or among growing flowers are 
healthy to an extent exceeding those 
not so employed.—Medical Record.
